Traynor, supreme president of the 
American Protective a ociation, ib 
about to issue an official circular re- 
viewing1 the proprehs of the organiza- 
tion and the political situation. 
He 


states that u large number of the mem- 
bers of congress are also members of 
the A. 1". A., pledged to the following 
measures, most of which will be intro- 
duced into the house during the pre- 
sent session: 


Tn secure a just distribution of fed- 


eral offices: to establish a national 
university; to restrict immigration 
and regulate naturalization; Lin ton's 
joint resolution amending the consti- 
tution, prohibiting for all time secta- 
rian approprions; to open to public in- 
bpection all monastic and private or 
similar public institutions that are not 
uuder state control; prohibiting the 
official recognition by the United States 
or any officer thereof of any dignitary 
of any ecclesiastical body or church, 
or 
the

of

the 
delegate 
or rep- 


resentative of any church or ecclesias- 
tical power; prohibiting any body of 
men other than members of the United 
States army and naw and of the mili- 
tia of the various states from drilling 
or parading with, or keeping in any 
armory or using firearms or -deadly 
weapons of any kind, such act not to 
extend to the Uniform ranks of benefit 
societies except to debar tln-m from 
drilling with, or keeping firearuis. 


Mr. Traynor also reviews presi- 


dential possibilities and attacks Presi- 
dent Cleveland in these words: 


It is doing no injustice to Mr. 


Cleveland to assert that if the United 
States had beeii a papal country and 
the pope a temporal sovereign, our 
president could not have given more 
recognition to the papacy as a tem- 
poral'power than he has during his 
present term of office." 


Allison and Reed come in for a fair 


share of condemation for what Mr. 
Traynor alleges as their pro-papal at- 
titude and their antagonism to the pa- 
triotic orders. He presents the names 
of Hon. W. S. Linton, of Michigan; 
Senator John II. Gear, of Iowa; Gov. 
W. O. Bradley, of Kentucky, and ex- 
President Harrison, as worthy the sup- 
port of the A. P. A. He affirms that 
in the event of any indication of the 
republican party "truckling to Rome," 
that "a new party should and must re- 
sult." 


Mr. Trayuor does not believe in con-

A motion to refer it to the finance 
committee uas defeated by the im- 
mense majority of 4S to 0, and the ad- 
journment motion \va-s carried by a 
majority of only one.

In this country the Armenian ques- 


tion is looked upon as essentially a for- 
eign one. \Vc do not fully appreciate 
the influence of the great numbers of 
Armenians w ho have made their homes 
here, and who have become to all in- 
tents and purposes an integral part of 
the population of the United Slates. 
There are about 12,000 Armenians per- 
rocnently dwelling amongst us sit pres- 
ent. They are all Christians, ami most- 
ly affiliated with the Greorian divi- 
sion of the church. New York contains 
piobably a tenth part of our Armenian 
ulement. Philadelphia has <juit« n set^ 
tleuient, and there .are about 50 Ar- 
menian families in Cahfoinia. The na- 
tion is fairly well represented in Mich- 
igan and in Chicasfo. It has numerous 
students of theology and medicine in 
Canada. Massachusetts, however, has 
piven the Armenians ihcir warmest 
welcome. 
The town of Worcester is 


full of them and they have their ow u 
church there. 


In iipitearinu'e those people are dark 


complexioned, of modiuui height and 
suggest \i«tiallj the soutlu rn French 
type. Many of the Armenians, how- 
ever, are quite light ami decidedly tall. 
As a nation they enjoy educational ad- 
vantage of no ordinary sort, and rarely 
hmd here destitute of resources. Not a 
few have established themselves well 
in business, in our large cities. Ar- 
n>cnians are engaged in the manufac- 
ture of electrotypes in New York, and 
they have donew'olla.splioto-engrjners.

"In this country, M in Armenia," lie 


said, "we all agree that there is no hope 
for us until Turkish rule is superseded. 
There is renlly no reason why -we 
should not be pros;>erous nnd content' 
ed at home, for our country has great 
natural resources and a small popula- 
tion. As it is we dare not be indus- 
trious, nnd every Armenian of means 
hides his property. Hence it is impos- 
sible to tell who is r!eh among- us. 
The rate of interest i* enormous. Fif- 
ty per cent, ia nothing out of the way. 
Five hundred years ng-o we were a na- 
tion of 35,000,000. To-day we have 
dwindled to comparative insignificance. 
No doubt the oulr.ig-eH now attracting- 
so much attention in this country seem 
terrible to Americans, but they are 
nothing- new to ut,." 


Mr. Krikorian said that his country- 


men have not by any means given up 
the idea of becoming an independent 
nation once more. 


"The Turkish government ii well 


aware of this," he said. "This is why 
the possession of patriotic emblenfS 
and books and pictures is made a high 
crime. We are -very fond of Armenian 
trophies und pictures. The. most popu- 
lar publication of this sort is a large 
lithograph showing the best known of 
our kings, with a picture of our chief 
temple. It is death for an Armenian 
to be found with these pictures in his 
possession, and the Turkish govern- 
ment is much incensed against Rugfcia 
for permitting the printing of them. I 
do not myself think the idea of inde- 
pendence by nny meant* impracticable. 
I nm sure we would have the sympa- 
thies of enlightened nations in. all ef- 
forts to reestablish our national exist- 
ence. \t any rate, we Armenians are 
greatly impressed by the idea, and we 
are working hard to propagate it. Our 
chief patriotic society over here has 
done much lo spread a national feeling. 
Levon, the last of our native kings, is 
entombed in Paris. The kingdom of 
Armenia was founded 2,000 years before 
Christ, and endured until the 13th cen- 
tury." 


The capacities of the Armenians, ac- 


cording to Mr. Krikorian, are as grea" 
as those of any other nationality.

This organization is more or lebs, se- 
cret in its methods, but it has made a 
standing- offer to support any Armenian 
who will return to his native land and 
light the Turkish oppressor. As a re- 
sult of this, many joung- men are now 
eaving us ,md helping- their country- 
men in Armenia to resist to some pui- 
poee the tyrannies of the sultan's, gov- 
ernmei.t. Nothing is more surprising 
than the facility with which Armenians 
liere le-irn to read and write English; 
and thcj ha\e no difficulty in adopting 
our manners and ideas, a fact which is 
largely due to their educational ad- 
vantages at home. 


Martin Krikorian, of New York, is a 


typical Armenian of Armenian affilia- 
tions. 
He has been in the United 


States more than three years now and 
understands the Armenian question in 
nil its phases, being particularly well 
acquainted with the condition of his 
L'ountrjmen in this country. His ex- 
periences afford a capital illustration 
of the tribulations endured by Ar- 
menians in their efforts to escape the 
Turks. 


"Any Armenian with money about 


him is at the mercy of the Turks in his 
an n country," he said. 
"There is 


practically no such thing as law when 
Turks and Armenians come in contact. 
When I determined 1o come to 
the 


United States, my father gave me a 
$150 
for expenses. The possession of 


that sum made it dangerous for meeven 
to exist. We in Armenia are more care- 
ful in hiding our property than a crimi- 
nal here in hiding his crimes. How- 
over, after many risks of losing every- 
thing. I succeeded in making my way 
to Alexandria, Turkey. Here I fell into 
the hands of the government officials, 
who, of ccAirse, took all my 
money 


away from me. 
It would have been 


more than a waste of time to make any 
protest. I had a brother in Marseilles 
to whom I wrote for funds, and he sup 
plied me with the means of reaching 
the United States." 


Like all hia countrymen. *lr. Kriko- 


rian has no hopes whatever for his 
country aa long as the snltan has any 
luthorhy over it.

The Armenians arc endeavoring to 


supj>ort a clergy of their own here ir 
America. In this they have been suc- 
cessful, nnd in time New York and 
the other large cities will have Ar- 
menian Christian churches of tJieir 
own. Already a fair-sired body of itin- 
erant clergy exists. The Armenians arc 
now supporting numerous theological 
students in American seminaries. They 
also have students at the medical col- 
leges. 


The efforts to achieve independence 


must necessarily be made from with- 
out. Armenians til o»er the world me 
prepared to make great sacrifices to 
carry out the idea, hut it is not likely 
to become an itccorpt>li«hed fact for a 
long time.

hopes of it, and these hope* arc shared 
by the great body of his countrymen 
here. When one considers how capable 
and intelligent our Armenian popula- 
tion is, its national enthusiasm m 
neither surprising nor Irrational.
